Some Chicagoans giving 
census the silent treatment

To Charles Turrisi Jr., the 2010 census— 
even with its shorter 10 -question form 
—goes beyond what the framers of the 
Constitution intended. To his way of think- 
ing, it’s about nine questions too long. 

Turrisi is among a number of conserva- 
tives, Libertarians and Tea Party adherents 
who believe the census should be nothing 
more than a head count, not a collection of 
personal information. They plan to answer 
only the first question on the census forms 
arriving this week— the one that asks how 
many people live in the house. 

“I struggle with giving any more informa- 
tion,” said Turrisi, 51, of New Lenox, who 
questioned why the U.S. Census Bureau 
needs his phone number. “I kind of hate 
putting that information out there. It’s an 
infringement on our privacy and our rights.” 

He’s far from the only American who 
plans to resist the census this year, with

most holdouts citing their distrust of gov- 
ernment. A few organizations have gone so 
far as to call for boycotting the census alto- 
gether. 

Among others, many Muslims are wary 
of responding, already concerned about dis- 
crimination since Sept, ii and how personal 
information is used to trace people as part of 
anti-terrorist efforts. Also wary are undocu- 


mented immigrants, who worry their infor- 
mation will be passed on to immigration 
enforcement officials. 

Federal law prohibits the Census Bureau 
from sharing an individual’s data with other 
government agencies, but some people still 
question how the data will be used. 

It is against the law not to cooperate with 
the census, and resisting entirely carries a 
$5,000 fine. Beyond that, advocates argue 
that not participating can hurt one’s own 
community Congress will use the decennial 
count to distribute more than $400 billion 
each year in federal aid, and it is used to allo- 
cate congressional districts. 

“To say ‘let’s not do it this year’ to send a 
message doesn’t make sense because we are 
living with {the census results} for 10 years,” 
said Teresa Dominguez, citizenship coordi- 
nator for the Interfaith Leadership Project, 
which has been door-knocking in Cicero 
since January to promote participation.

What’s next for health centers 
serving Chicago-area poor? 


Flooded by needy patients and battered by 
state budget cuts, the Chicago area’s medi- 
cal safety net is growing overloaded as health 
reform commands center stage this week in 
Washington. 

Free and low-cost clinics and hospital emer- 
gency rooms in disadvantaged neighborhoods 
are bursting at the seams with patients seek- 
ing care. 

“Things continue to grow worse on a week- 
ly basis,” said Sarah Allen, director of primary 
care services for the Lake County Health 
Department. 

The medical safety net is a complex web 
of medical centers and programs, both pub- 
lic and private, serving people without eco- 


nomic security or health insurance. Even in 
flush times, these institutions struggle to stay 
afloat. But these are dire times, and the future 
is uncertain. 

Among key questions experts are asking: If 
legislation passes and 30 million to 35 million 
uninsured Americans gain health coverage, 
will the role of entities like the Cook County 
health system diminish? Or will medical 
centers serving marginalized populations be 
vitally important as more needy people get 
insurance cards and seek medical care? 

What is clear is that reform would reshape 
public health programs for the poor. 

Locally, 400,000 to 600,000 low-income 
Illinois adults who lack insurance could 


become newly eligible for Medicaid, accord- 
ing to estimates from the state. Currently, 
residents without dependent children don’t 
qualify The federal government would pick 
up the tab for a still-unspecified number of 
years. 

But serious holes in the safety net would 
remain. Even with reform, 18 million to 
23 million people probably would continue 
to lack health insurance, the Congressional 
Budget Office says. There is no guarantee of 
medical coverage for noncitizens. More than 
272,000 uninsured Latinos who aren’t citizens 
live in Illinois. 

Safety net groups across the area agreed that 
without reform, their struggles will mount.

The interview focused on the Galewood 
Yards project, an old industrial rail yard on the 
West Side that was rezoned for commercial and 
residential buildings over the objections of city 
planning staff 

Daley had trouble recalling any controversy 
surrounding Galewood Yards during the March 
2008 interview, and could not remember partici- 
pating in City Hall meetings about three years 
earlier with his planning staff, an alderman and a 
congressman about the project, the Tribune has 
learned. 

There has been no suggestion that Daley did 
anything improper. 

The interview came early in the federal inves- 
tigation that led to bribery charges in 2009 
against then-Ald. Isaac “Ike” Carothers, 29th, 
and developer Calvin Boender. Carothers plead- 
ed guilty to accepting a bribe from Boender, who 
is now on trial. 

“The mayor cooperated with a request for 
an interview during the course of the investiga- 
tion,” Jennifer Hoyle, spokeswoman for the city’s 
Law Department, said in an e-mail response to 
Tribune questions. “There is no indication that 
he was or is anything other than a witness.” 

Hoyle declined to elaborate, saying, ‘At this 
time, given the fact that a jury continues to hear 
evidence in the Boender trial, we do not think it 
would be appropriate to respond with additional 
details.” 

Carothers, who had been an important Daley 
loyalist in the City Council, is cooperating with 
the government. The mayor repeatedly has 
insisted he never exercised his influence in the 
development. 

Daley has not previously disclosed his inter- 
view with the FBI, which is only the second time 
in his tenure it has been revealed he was inter- 
viewed by federal authorities. Daley was accom- 
panied by the same private lawyer he used in 
2005, when federal authorities interviewed him 
amid a hiring investigation that led to corruption 
convictions of former aides.

Arkansas-Pine Bluff finally found a road trip to its 
liking.

Both teams shot under 
30 percent from the field in the first half, which 
ended with the Golden Lions up 24-23.

“If you don’t act like 
a {bleep! every other 
day of your life,” says 
singer/mandolin- 
ist Tony Duggins of 
local Celtic rockers the 
Tossers, “there’s no reason 
to do it on St. Patrick’s Day” 

Good point. That said, the Chicago cult 
heroes have had their late nights since form- 
ing in 1993. Duggins remembers in the first five 
years, “when we didn’t know what the hell we 
were doing, we might have passed out in the alley 
behind the show.” Now, guitarist Mike Pawula 
says, they’re more laid back. “Luckily we’ve got 
good women in our lives that usually drag us off 
to home before we cause too much trouble.” 

Fans who flock to the folk-punk outfit’s St. 
Pat’s show at Metro will be treated to a wild 
party which Pawula, 35, of Bridgeport, says is the 
band’s biggest hometown show of the year. “We 
always try to put a lot into it, and we always hope 
to have a blast.” Duggins, 35, of Crystal Lake, 
assures the group won’t be a total mess: “There’s 
at least one of us sober to drive the van home.” 


How many drinks do you have before a St. 
Patrick’s show? 

Tony Duggins: Holy smokes. I’m going to plead 
the fifth on that one. {Laughs} 

Mike Pawula: I will have only like one beer 
before we play But after we start playing, I can’t 
give you a number. When we played a couple 
years ago, we went through a couple cases of 
beer on stage. That was with seven people. And 
it was two-and-a-half hours. 

I’m sure it’s the same for the Jonas brothers. 

MP: I’m sure the Jonas brothers do that stuff 
I’m sure N’ Sync used to rock like that. 
TD:They probably just don’t talk about it ’cause 
of their Disney contract. 

MP: We screwed our Disney contract up a long 
time ago. 

What ruined the deal? 

MP: Mickey insulted my mother. 

TD: There was something with {bassist Dan 
Shaw] and one of their princesses. 

How do you guys usually feel at the end of a 
show and how is that different on St. Pat’s? 

TD: Totally exhausted after every show And 
probably way more after a St. Patrick’s show 
We play a lot more songs and we play ’em 
fast, just so we can fit ’em all in the time we’re 
allowed to play 


What do you do on St. Pat’s if you’re not 
playing a show? 

TD: Well, usually we’re never in town, which 
really sucks. But it’s a double-edged sword 
because we’re out playing in other cities. Ideally 
I would go down to the South Side parade, 
hang out, barbecue, throw bean bags with the 
White Sox logo on them and have a couple of 
beers. And go to see a show 

What tips do you have for what to do and what 
not to do on St. Pat’s? 

TD: Well, you don’t drink and {bleeping} drive, 
that’s for damn sure. 

MP: Respect your neighbor and don’t start no 
fights and piss on people or any of that stuff 
TD: And don’t try to fight a cop. ’Cause there’s 
plenty more where that one came from. ... Abu 
celebrate, sing songs, enjoy the people’s compa- 
ny that you’re with, but you’re not impressing 
anyone by acting like a total douche. 

Are these lessons you learned the hard way? 

TD: Oh yeah! All of ’em. {Laughs} All of ’em. 

Fighting cops? 

TD:No, no, I never did nothing like that. Being 
loud; I’ve been asked to leave places. Abu’re not 
impressing anybody acting like that. 

What’s the biggest mistake you’ve ever made? 

TD: I don’t know It’s not very flattering, like 


any of this kind of behavior. Probably getting in 
a fight with a girlfriend or something. It’s just 
like anything; if you act irresponsibly you’re 
going to wake up the next day and say, “I wish 
I didn’t do that.” So you just don’t act like that, 
because it’s about enjoying yourself 

Sometimes people wake up and they’re glad. 

TD: Well, that’s because they probably had fun. 
Probably went out, had a few drinks, saw a 
good show, howled at the moon a little bit and 
went home and went to bed. Or never went to 
bed. 

MP: Drinking and driving. Hitting cops. These 
are things not to do. Do you know anybody 
who woke up in the morning after doing that 
stuff and was like, “Boy, I am glad I punched 
that cop in the face!”? 

You have a song, “Whiskey Makes Me Crazy.” 
What happens next? 

TD: Whiskey if I abuse it just like anybody else 
that does, you go through a couple of stages. 
Where you start acting obnoxious and then 
you just start throwing up everywhere. You’re 
a total burden to your friends and everyone 
around you. Family 

MP: Sometimes you turn to the whiskey, and 
the whiskey turns on you.

Part Lily Allen and part Ida Maria with sprinkles of St. Vincent, 
Miller-Heidke does sweet sincerity as well as edgy defiance. “If you’re God’s gift to women, then 
God got it wrong,’’ she sings snarkily in “God’s Gift to Women,’’ then breaks your heart with 
a wonderfully sad story of teen regret in “Caught in the Crowd.’’

father. His younger brother, how- 
ever, is more interested in social 
realism plays, so it’s an interesting 
family dynamic. 


Talk about your character, Richard 
Baxter, in Rebecca Gilman’s new play. 

Richard is the oldest brother in a trio of siblings, 
a traveling acting troupe in 1889. He’s the sort of 
manager of the company since his parents died, 
so he has the burden and challenge of keeping the 
family business going. 

Sounds like he’s a reluctant leader. 

Yes. He’s got a 19 -year-old sister and a 25-year-old 
younger brother who has radical new ideas for 
the way theater should be. He’s just trying to hold 
on and protect his siblings. 

How do the brother’s new ideas about theater 
play out in the story? 

They’re doing these plays that are probably 
melodramas that were written by his father in the 
1860S.

Is it hard to play the role of an actor? 

No, because my character at one point 
describes himself as a not-very-good actor, 
and that right there makes it all easy 

Do recent global disasters make this story more 
difficult to tell? 

It’s tricky It could make it more difficult to watch 
because memories are so fresh, but it definitely 
makes it more accessible. It’s unbelievable timing 
with Haiti, Katrina and also Sept. ii. We talked 
about all three events and how the same things hap- 
pen: the confusion, the fear, the finger pointing. 

This is the first time you’ve worked with Robert 
Falls. What was most striking about his directing 
approach? 

He came into the first rehearsal and said, “You know, 
I’ve been working for 30 years, and I’ve got my sys- 
tem pretty well down. But I’m really interested lately 
in getting back to the roots of directing and acting. 


and I want to switch things up. I don’t know how to 
do it, and we’re all going to work together.” 

What was it like to perform on Broadway? 

It was an adventure, for sure. I think it was seven out 
of the nine of us making our Broadway debut. So you 
can imagine the excitement. 

Was it what you expected? 

We were on 45th Street, and across from us was 
‘A Steady Rain” (also from Chicago) with Hugh 
Jackman and Daniel Craig and “God of Carnage” 
with James Gandolfini and Jeff Daniels.

Reclaiming virginity is a source of pride for some

Susan Anthony shuts her eyes or looks down when there’s a sex scene on a movie 
screen. Intimate home dinner dates are a no-no. She no longer goes salsa dancing. 

“It can awaken and arouse something that I really don’t want it to,” said An- 
thony, 29, owner of a spa in River North. She’s talking about the urge to have sex, 
which can be an issue since she went on a three-year hiatus from the activity with 
plans to abstain until marriage. 

As an unmarried adult who is not sexually active, Anthony is in the minor- 
ity— 78 percent of unmarried men and women ages 18 to 29 have had sex in the 
past year, according to a 2009 survey conducted by the Guttmacher Institute, 
which studies sexual and reproductive health. 


Anthony’s choice to revisit abstinence 
recently has come under the spotlight. 
Nineteen-year-old single mom Bristol Palin, 
daughter of Sarah Palin, and Danielle Staub 
from “The Real Housewives of New Jersey” 
said in January that they now plan to hold off 
on premarital sex. 

The news reports underscored a lifestyle 
choice that Chicagoans and others say often is 
easier said than done. For starters, it takes quite 
a bit of self-control— a reason why Anthony 
implemented boundaries when it comes to 
dating. 

“It’s not a walk in the park,” she said. She’s 
open about her choice to be abstinent, but dat- 
ing can be hard. Guys have tried to wait, hoping 
she’ll change her mind, or have said that no sex 
is a deal breaker. 

Whether they are called born-again, 
renewed, or second virgins, those who take a 
break from sex have various reasons for wait- 
ing again, they say— from avoiding sexually 
transmitted diseases or unwanted pregnancies 
to desiring a relationship in which sex doesn’t 
impair their judgment. 

The code by which they abide? Basically, 
abstinence experts and those practicing celiba- 
cy agree on the following: no oral, anal or geni- 
tal sex, including masturbation. So no humping. 


bumping or grinding, they say Kissing, hugging 
and holding hands are fine. 

For those who have had sex, being celibate 
again isn’t easy But it’s not as if they won’t have 
sex ever again, they say 

This is Anthony’s third and longest attempt 
at abstaining from sex. The break allows her to 
focus on herself and find the right man for her, 
she says. Now, she’ll only kiss and hold hands 
with people she dates. 

“Tbu get to experience different types of inti- 
macy,” she said. “That to me is far more sexy in 
a way Don’t get me wrong— I used to enjoy sex 
and I’m looking forward to experiencing that 
with my future husband.” 

Anthony doesn’t want to be the poster child 
for abstaining from sex until marriage or label 
her lifestyle choice by using terms that some 
sex educators find problematic. 

Soo Ji Min, executive director of the Illinois 
Caucus for Adolescent Health, said she ques- 
tions what terms such as “born-again” and 
“made pure again” say to those who are or have 
been sexually active. Even the word abstinence 
can characterize sexuality as dangerous, Min 
said, because it is sometimes used in refer- 
ence to drug use, violence and other unhealthy 
behaviors, she said. 

“It makes young people believe that sex is 



something that should be feared rather than 
a natural, enjoyable part of life,” she said. Min 
added she hopes people engaging in premarital 
sex are approaching it in a healthy, monoga- 
mous, safe and consensual way 

Abstinence advocates say keeping sex out of 
a relationship allows a person to see his or her 
partner’s character. 

“Sex obviously can cloud a person’s judgment 
in terms of really getting to know that man or 
woman,” said Lindsay Marsh, 33, president of 
Worth The Wait Revolution based in Maryland. 

Melrose Park resident George Souri, who is 
revisiting abstinence, said he looks at sex now 
through a different lens. He sees a woman’s 
body as sacred and not just a set of parts to use 
or take for granted, he said. 

“Basically wanting to respect it the right way 
so much outweighs wanting that cheap thrill 


that you no longer even desire to hook up,” the 
32-year-old teacher said. 

Souri has been chaste for a year. He doesn’t 
think of it as a decision he made one day to not 
have sex again but more of a gradual process 
partly influenced by his faith. 

“Looking around and seeing how much 
little honor guys have, looking around me and 
seeing how much little honor I had trying to 
manipulate girls” convinced him to change his 
ways, he said. His motivation to live a celibate 
lifestyle: to one day be a husband and father, a 
calling he says is not benefited by premarital 
sex. While his relationships were exciting, pre- 
vious relationships were fairly self-involved and 
ultimately failed, he said. 

Some young adults revisit chastity after 
looking at past relationships and asking them- 
selves why those relationships failed, said Luis 
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George Souri takes part in a group 
discussion during a meeting of the St. 
Mary of the Angels Young Adult Group. 
Souri has chosen chastity as a way of life 
and describes it as a lifelong endeavor.

Galdamez, a National Abstinence Clearinghouse 
educator in California. One reason could be the 
relationship was based on lust and sex instead of 
love, he said. Shannon Ethridge, author of “The 
Sexually Confident Wife,” says those who choose 
not to have sex can face stigmas of being “losers,” 
“uptight, rigid or frigid.” 

“They think they’re Pollyanna Christians who 
think they’re holier than thou, too uptight and anal 
retentive to let loose and enjoy what God intend- 
ed for men and women to do,” Ethridge said. But 
those all are misconceptions, she said. 

Eor Souri, he didn’t flip a switch to turn off his 
libido. “The thought of going to a bar and having 
sex with a girl I just met is undesirable now even 
though the lead-up may have excitement,” he said. 
“Wanting to build a family and wanting to have a 
wife that you honor— that becomes desirable.”

At first touch, the PlayStation Move feels awfully familiar. 

Unveiled at last week’s Game Developers Conference in 
San Francisco, Sony’s forthcoming wand-shaped motion controller 
and the smaller sub-controller handle similarly to Nintendo’s Wii 
Remote and Nunchuck. There are differences, of course: It’s lighter. 

There are fewer buttons. The batteries are rechargeable. And there’s 
that big glowing sphere on the end. 

The biggest difference seems to be in the games — admittedly in early stag- 
es of development— that were showcased for the PS Move at several events 
during the conference. There’s another level of interaction and kinetic fidel- 
ity with many of these titles because the system uses a PS Eye camera and can 
literally make players part of the game.

In a gladiator fighting mini-game, 
players use two controllers to wield both a shield 
and a sword against oncoming foes.

A one-handed
